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Continuation of 3: The proposed amendment of "allowing RIS functions and PACS functions to directly access each other at a database 
level without use of a broker" change the scope of the claims from that previously presented, and require further search and consideration. 

Continuation of 1 1 : In response to Applicant's argument about Moshfeghi does not disclose multiple databases contained in one database 
(Examiner consider Applicant means server); Examiner respectfully submits that in col. 2, lines 50-54 and figure 1, Moshfeghi teaches 
computer based patient records (CPR), which includes RIS and PACS databases. 

In response to Applicant's argument about Crane does not disclose neither a PACS nor a RIS, Examiner respectfully submits that Wong 
fails to expressly teach automatic scheduling of procedures for patients (claim 13) and Wong fails to expressly teach tracking a patient 
based on a set of ordered procedures (claim 16); Crane teaches these limitaitons in col. 5, line 60 to col. 6, line 3 and in col. 6, line 56 to 
col. 7, line 3; and the motivation to combine Crane with Wong was (in control of business in a medical facility) in a more efficient manner 
using fewer people, and operating at lower costs in less time (Crane; abstract). 

In response to Applicant's argument about Segal does not disclose a database engine providing a brokerless interface between a PACS 
and RIS; Examiner respectfully submits that Wong fails to expressly teach storing mammography related information and keeping track of 
notices, and Segal teaches this features in abstract and in paragraphs: 0036, 0124 and in figures 1 and 7. 
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
